Shaler,  former  Waupun  industrialist, 
has  presented  Ripon  college  with  a 
check  for  $10,000  President  Silas  Evans 
announced  this  week.

This  is  Mr.  Shaler's  third  gift  to 
Ripon.

Friends  of  Clarence  A.  Shaler  who 
have  watched  the  development  of  his 
artistic  career  may  be  interested  in 
the  commendation  his  work  was 
given  recently  by  a  class  of  50  sixth 
graders  in  Pasadena  who,  with  their 
teacher,  were  entertained  in  Mr. 
Shaler's  studio.  The  letter,  which  was 
sent  the  artist  in  appreciation  of 
their  visit,  is  signed  by  Mary  Klab, 
their  class  editor,  and  reads  as  fol- 
lows: 

"We  the  6-A  class  in  appreciation 
for  the  visit  to  Mr.  Shaler's  studio, 
call  it  our  visit  to  the  upper  world, 
and  say  this  about  it. 

"Yesterday  we  went  to  visit  a 
sculptor,  yet  to  me  this  man  was
